A new lighting,

HESSIAN CLOTH AS ROAD. 
MAKING MATERIAL, 


a 
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The suitability of jute as a roadmaking ma- 
terial is to be tested at Dundee: A street in 
the north end of the city is being resurfaced, 
and the opportunity has been taken by Mr. 
D. Bay M‘Lay, City Engineer, to experiment 
with jute hessian cloth. The street is laid 
with an ordinary tar macadam: base four 
inches deep. A portion of the street has been 
finished with ordinary asphalt ‘surfacing, 
while another stretch of 100 yards has had » 
light hessian cloth laid on the base. 
The cloth is laid in lengths parallel with 
the footway, and covers the whole roadway 
from kerb to kerb. On top of the jute 
lengths is laid a carpet’ of sand-asphalt, 
about an inch thick. A coating of stone chip- 
pings is put on to roughen the surface to pre- 
vent skidding and to provide a foothold for 
animals. 

Under normal conditions a surface of this 
description is expected to last for at least ten 
years. The main object of the jute is to 
facilitate stripping off the surface when re- 
pairs are required. Only the inch-thick sur- 
face would require to be revived, 

Later on it is intended to make a further 
experiment with jute on a tar-sprayed road. 
The object is to ascertain whether the use of 
jute will so reinforce the surface of the road- |

The quarterly review of the Garden Cities 
and Town Planning Association, just pub- 
lished, contains the information, based on 
official figures, that since the Armistice to 
June 30, 1933, there have been built over 
2,000,000 houses in England and Wales. 

The number completed is divided into two 
classes. There have been 725,298 houses 
built by local authorities and 1,351,283 com- 
pleted by private enterprise. ln Scotland the 
number of dwellings included in State-aided 
housing schemes up to the end of June this 
year is 152,875. 

The official figures show that this year 
there is taking place a marked transference 
from State to private enterprise in the build- 
ing of small houses. The number of dwell- 
ings erected without any subsidy in the first 
six months of the present year is 80,292, as 
against 60,187, 66,204, and 66,445 for the 
preceding half-yearly periods,

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MANX GARDENER’S 
y , 
DISCOVERY. 

A gardener working in a Douglas garden | 
Struck his spade upon a flat slate flag and 
discovered ‘a vessel underneath it. Mr. W. 
Cubbon. the Curator of t Manx Museum. , 
was informed. writes a correspondent of 7'he 
Limes, and the vessel was dug up the same 
evenlig and taken to th: Museum. It was 
not in a cist, and there was no evidence that 
there had been a mound. 

[he vessel was found to be a cinerarv urn 


of the Bronze period. dating to about 1.000 
years B.C. It is made of much firmer 
material than usual and is very well baked. 
Jt is undecorated, except for some irregu- 
larly placed dois on the lip, as if they had 
been made with the point of a twig while 
the clay was soft. It is remarkably shapely, 
is 17in. high and 12in. wide at the mouth. 
It stood on its bottom, which was rounded. 
This is an unusual feature.. There are com- 
paratively. few cases recorded in which the 
urns were found mouth upwards. Under- 
neath the bowl-shaped bottom lay a white, 
water-worn, wedge-shaped stone about 6in. 


by 4in This had been used to keen the urn 
In an upright position. This feature does 
not seem to have bee. recorded before. 

_ When the workman uncovered the urn he 
Iminediately put his hands in to discover its 
contents, ie brought from the bottom of 
the vessel a quantity of granulated and 
powdered clay, ochre-coloured, and threw it 
awav as of no value. This stuff was after- 
wards carefully collected by the Curator of 
the museum and examined. It was found 


that tere were several pieces of pottery— 
altogether . 10 pteces, including three frag- 
menis about a couple of inches long, of the 
lip of a small but fragile vessel. entirely 
different from the clay of which the urn 
itself was composed. It is thought that this 
may have been a food vessel, and that the 
urn im which it lay was used to protect it 
There was no evidence in the vessel of; in- 
cineration 

The excavation disclosed some remarkable 
peculiarities. Archwolozists in the Isle of 
Man, when examining Neolithic, Bronze Age 
or Early Christian sepulchral monuments in- 
variably come across white pebbles, mostly 
water-worn. This case was no exception 
Around the base of the urn there was a layer 
of sand, brought from a distance, in which 
were scattered about, 20 small white quartz 
pebbles. Lying upon the sand were scores 
of pieces of slate, lying like a pavement, the 
largest being about 10in. Underneath all this 
strange treatment was the local yellow clay. 
Close inspection of the ground adjacent was 
made, and there were found, 5ft. to the south 
the broken remains of another cinerary urn, 
which had probably been about 12in. hich. 
Underneath was a large platform of black 
earth, with carbon in some places an inch 
thick, showing much burning. This vessel 
had probably held the incinerated remains 
while the other enclosed the ‘‘food” vessel 
In readiness for the use of the departed.

URANUS. 
VARIABLE STARS.

From Our AsTRONOMICAL CoRRESPONDENT: 
THE PLANETS. 


Mercury is an evening star throughout 
the month, reaching his greatest Eastern 
elongation on the 28th. He will not he 
visible in the Northern Hemisphere, owing 
to his being a long way South of the Sun. 
South of the Equator his visibility will he 
exceptional. Venus is gradually in- 
creasing her elongation from the Sun ; but, 
h | being_in Scorpio, low in the South, her 
visibility will be restricted. She sets 
about 14 hours after the Sun in the end 
Y lof the month. Her superior brilliancy 
makes her pretty easy to pick up in the 
twilight. The writer of these notes saw 
her from Devonshire on one clear evening 
Sin early September, when she had only 
€ Í about an hour’s lag after the Sun. Her 
€ | phase is still gibbous, like the Moon some 
S | three days before Full. 
Mars, too, is in Scorpio, and will be in 
€ | conjunction with Venus on the 14th. The 
conjunction will hardly be observable, as 
e | Mars is so faint as to be doubtfully visible 
in the twilight. It is possible that a pair 
of binoculars might reveal him. Jupiter, 
reappearing after conjunction with the 
Sun, may be seen in the morning twilight 


Alpha Piscium, lies on the prolongation 
of the same line about an equal distance 
to the South-West. Alpha, Omicron, and 
Eta Piscium form a straight line, and are 
nearly equally spaced on it. Uranus 
passes a little above Omicron. Uranus 1s 
an interesting object, even for a small 
telescope, though such an instrument will 
do nothing more with him than to show 
his tiny, pale-blue disc, by which Herschel 
was convinced at once that he was not a 
star, though his discoverer thought for a 
time that he might be a comet. It 
requires a large and powerful instrument 
to show his.satellites. with the fairy-tale 
names, Titania, Oberon, Ariel and 
Umbriel. The same instruiment may show 
faint traces of cloud-belts, if the planct 
is in a suitable position in his orbit. The 
reservation is necessary, since the axis of 
Uranus is bowed to such a large angle to 
the: plane of his orbit that at times he, so 
to speak, presents himself head first to us. 
At such times the cloud-belt will be ranged 
nearly around the circumference of his 
disc, and, of course, invisible.

There are many hundreds of eclipsing 
variables known, some of them very 
eccentric in their behaviour.

METEORS.

Mr. Lavery, opening the case for the 
defence, said that the defendants were not 
charged with being members of the Farmers’ 
and National Ratepayers’ Association, nor 
was that body charged or asserted to be an 
vnlawful association. The officials and officers 
of the Association were not unknown to the 
Government. It was plain that the unlawf.l 
association’ was not that body. 
The Attorney-General and his friends could 
not have it both ways—to be willing to 
wound and yet afraid to strike. 
The National Ratepayers’ Association was 
a perfectly lawful association, founded to 
protect its members’ interests. Until the case 
started the defendants were absolute 
strangers, one to the other. It was not eas 
t> see how a jury would have been -unable 
to try the charges, but the Government were 
unwilling to try them in the ordinary courts. 
Mr. Geoghegan stated that a jury could 
not try the case. 
Mr. Laverey—There are four charges before 
the Court. The main charge is of conspiracy. 
It would have been proper to bring it before 
a jury. 
r. Geoghegan—The charge of unlawful 
assembly can only be tried before this Court.

“A CONSPIRATOR.” 


In entering inte an agreement with Sergeant 
McManus through his superior officer, and, 
apparently, the Minister for Justice, he was 
himself a conspirator. 

Mr. Lavery drew attention to the absence 
of a signature from: one of the execution 
orders under which the cattle were seized. 
The Court messenger (Mr. English) had 
stated that he was told that a buver would 
be present, and that it would be all right. 
The County Registrar was bound to sell by 
ublic auction without reserve. He was not 
ound to take instructions from the Minister 
for Justice or anyone else as to who would 
bid. That whole transaction was a collusive 
sale between the Minister for Justice and the 
Sheriff, and was not a public auction as re- 
quired by statute. 

The charge there was that the accused men 
had nee to intimidate persons from bid- 
ding at that auction; tae truth was far other- 
wise. . The circumstances in this country had 
brought about a state of affairs where it was 
unnecessary to organise persons not to bid at 
such sales. It was not a criminal offence not 
to bid at a sale nor to go to a sale and not 
bid. Cattle seized in that way would not be 
bought, for the sense of the communit 
would prevent a person from bidding at men 
a sale. 

So far from it being necessary to conspire 
to prevent people bidding, it was necessary 
to organise and conspire to bring people there 
to bid illegally. The prosecution had called 
Sergeant McManus, who attended the auction 
and bid £14 without the slightest intention of 
paying a penny. So far as Mr. English knew 
no money had been paid, and the cattle ha 
been taken out of the control of the Sheriff. 
Where was Mr. McEniry to come in? The 
Government, the Minister for Justice and 
others concerned would be very glad to get 
rid of the embarrassment of that case and 
satisfy Mr. McEniry. 

Whether the £14 was made available from 
@ proper or improper source, the sale was not 
a sale in the course of law. 


MR. BELTON’S WORDS. 


Mr. Lavery, continuing, said that four 
Guards, without any police training, were the 
only four men whw had given the identical 
words alleged to have been used by Mr.

PAPER STORE DESTROYED. 


Premises known as Grattan Building, and 
situated at the junction of Great Strand street 
and Jervis street, Dublin, were «almost com- 
pletely destroyed by a fire which broke out 
there yesterday evening. The building, which 
was used by Messrs. si Duffy and Co., Ltd., 
publishers, Westmoreland street, as a paper 
store, was at one time used as an oil-cloth fac- 
tory. The fire started in an upper storey 
shortly after 2 p.m‘, the dense clouds of smoke 
which issued from the window being first seen 
by Sergeant Davis (21 C), who summoned the 
Fire Brigade, two sections of which, under 
Lieutenant Howard, arrived promptly. Several 
lines of hose were played on the burning build- 
ing, and the firemen were specessfui in pre- 
venting the flames from spreading to the 
Great Strand Street National Schools and an 
adjoining furniture store. At one time it 
looked as if one of the walls would collapse, 
but this danger was averted ‘Tlegraph wires 
overhead were melted by the intense heat. 
The work of fighting was held up for some 
minutes when hoth hose-pipes burst.

| DOCKERS’ WORK 
IN DUBLIN.

A NEW DIVISION OF 
LABOUR. 


Important decisions were taken at a meet- 
ing of the docker members of the Irish Sea- 
men and Port Workers’ Union held in the 
Rotunda Picture House yesterday. 

Mr. A. Byrne (Dockers’ delegate) explained 
to those present that the meeting had been 
called to secure the support of the dockers 
and coal-diggers in a campaign on the part 
of the union to win back some of the old 
conditions which operated on the Dublin quays 
when the men were united in «ne union. 

He said that the most important point which 
he wanted to bring to the notice of the meet- 
ing was the question of gang shifting on deep 
water work. He said that it had now become 
the custom in certain cases for men to go 
from one job to another before the first job 
was finished. In this way they sometimes 
secured extra remaneration, while men who 
were standing by waiting for employment got 
nothing at all. In other cases the men who 
were shiited at the wish of their employers 
really lost by the transfer. The rnion wanted 
to stop this practice altogether. 

It was proposed from the body of the hall 
that in future the men should stop at their 
hatches until they had finished the work. 

After considerable discussion, during which 
various members present put forward special 
cases connected with the proposal, Mr. Byrne 
suggested that during the next few weeks the 
matter should be thoroughly ciscussed and a 
solution satisfactory to all arrived at. He 
pointed out that the intention cf the proposal 
was that the work on the quays should be 
divided up amongst the men in a much fairer 
way than it was at present. He said that 
in this way many men would be relieved of 
the necessity of seeking outdoor relief or of 
living on Unemployment Insurance benefit. 

The meeting agreed to the resolution. 

Upon the proposal of Mr. J. Murphy, 
General Secretary, a Docks’ Committee of 
twelve was set up to go into the outstanding 
questions affecting dockers, and to report to 
the union’s delegates and the Port Committee.

The dead pilot is Captain K. Rose, of

JURORS.

ACT CEASES TO OPERATE. 
By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


As from to-day the Juries Protection 
Act, 1929, will cease to operate, and the 
procedure in regard to jurors will be 
similar to that which operated prior to 
the passing of that measure. The Act was 
passed in 1929 for two years. and was 
re-enacted for a similar period in 1931. 
It has now lapsed. The Act was intended 
to protect jurors, who at the time were 
being intimidated. 

In moving the second reading of the 
measure, Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, then 
Minister for Justice, explained the reasons 
for it. Two very terrible crimes, he ex- 
plained, were recently committed in 
Dublin. In one case a juryman who, with 
others, had brought in a verdict of guilty 
was attacked and received serious injuries. 
Iu another case a juror was murdered. It 
was in these circumstances the Act was 
passed. Jt was common knowledge at the 
time that jurors summoned to try certain 
cases were intimidated and_ received 
threatening notices. The Act provided 
that the calling of the jury panel should 
be done in secret, thus to some extent con- | 
ccaling the identity of jurors. It also pro- 
vided that nine jurors agreeing for or 
against should be regarded as a verdict. 
Under the system which is now being 
reverted to the verdict will need to be 
unanimous. 

The members of the Fianna Fail Party 
opposed the Act both when originally intro- 
duced and when renewed, and do not now 
propose to continue it.

MR. DE VALERA’S 
STATEMENT. 
CRITICAL PERIOD 
ARISING.

RESIDENT DE VALERA addressed a 
P very large meeting in Eyre square, 
Galway, last night, and dealt with the 
censure motion in the Dail and the economic 
situation, ; 

"He was met by mounted men_ bearing 
torches, and was given a very enthusiastic 
reception. i 

a the course of his speech, he said that 
he was speaking under rather strange Cir 
cumstances, because, as the people knew, the 
(iovernment had had to stand its trial in 
the Dail a couple of days ago. Many of 
them had read in the newspapers that the 
Government was an unjust Government, that 
it was a tyranny, in fact, and he was sure 
that they marvelled at the wonderful courage 
-f the fourteen Deputies who came into the 
Assembly with the garb of an illegal organ!- 
satiorr just visible under their coats. . 

He had listened to many debates in the 
Dail, .but never to a more dishonest debate. 
To hear some of the speakers, one would 
imagine that they were ignorant of things 
that every citizen knew. They had never 
heard of the widespread conspiracy to break 
up local government by the refusal to pay 
rates. ‘me would think that the orgamisa- 
ticn of the A.C.A. and later of the National 
Guard was nothing more than an mnocent 


These people, he said, expected that every- 
cue in the country was a fool; that the 
people had forgotten the origin of the 
A.C.A.; that they had forgotten why they 
had domed the garb of Fascism; that 
recently when General O'Duffy took charge 
they were formed into a more definitely 
military organisation, subject to his own 
command; that they were an organisation 
the members of which had at their disposal 
avms that had been taken from the State, 
and that General O’Duffy himself had re- 
ported them as im certain circumstances likely 
to be a very dangerous organisation. 

They expected that the people had for- 
cotten that that party had tried to usurp the 
frnctions of the police force in upholding 
law and order, but instead of this wherever 
they appeared they were, a source of disorder. 
The Depaties wh> accused the Government 
sf tyranny in banning General O’ Duffy's 
organisation were very innocent. He was 
happier in opposing the vote of censure than 
if he had had to face it aiter disorder had 
broken out in Dublin if they had allowed 
the provocative parade, and if they had 
failed to prevent the disorder that would 
Lave been sure to follow. 


THE O’DUFFY CAMPAIGN. 


Continuing, he said they were living im 
difficult times Discipline was wanted in the 
country, and everyone who interfered with 
discipline and unity was an enemy of the 
nation. Their opponents werexjying in wait, 
hoping ‘that the Government would be beaten 
and that their chance would come then. 

“ Well,” he said, “ we are not beaten, and 
we are not going to be beaten. If they think 
they are going to get into power that way 
they are mistaken.’ 

President de Valera said that the whole 
purpose of General O’Duffy’s campaign was 
to sá a small disciplined body with the 
force behind it, and that that disciplined 
body would be able to dictate to the dis- 
ouderly mass. The answer to that was for 
the mass to be orderly and to organise itself 
behind its duly-elected Government. They 
had to oppose discipline by discipline, and 
the people would have to stand behind the 
Governmént, and then their unity would 
never be broken either by the enemy within 


He referred to a speech made by Mr. 
Hogan, an ex-Minister of the late Govern- 
ment, during the censure debate, and de- 
scribed it as a bitter speech; but he said it 
was the only speech during that debate that 
he listened to with comfort. Mr. Hogan 
had said that it was wise to obey the law, 
even if it was oppressive. That was good 
political philosophy, and if Cumann na 
nGaedheal only was true to it there was a 
hope of real salvation for this country. If 
the people went against this rule of order 
nothing was left but anarchy and war.

A de Valera addressed what was 
stated to be the biggest meeting 
ever seen in this town. He arrived 
from Galway by motor car, and about 
tro miles from Ballaghadereen was met by 
a procession of sever thousands, headed by 
horsemen, and accompanied by over twenty 
bands from the Counties of Sligo, Mayo, and 
Roscommon. Leaving his car before it reached 
its destination, he walked at the head of the 
procession to the Square, and was cheered 
continously as he made his made to the plat- 
form. 

Mr. John Feely, County Councillor, pre- 
sided, and addresses of welcome were pre- 
sented to President de Valera from. Fianna 
Fail clubs: and from the people of 
Ballaghadereen. 


FIFTEEN YEARS AGO. 


President de Valera, who was given a great 
ovation when he rose to speak, mentione:! 
that the last time he spoke there was fifteen 
vears ago, when It gave him great pleasure 
to hear, on the same platform, the late Mr. 
John Dillon defending the Irish people 
against unfair attack. He was delighted to 
find himself with the man whose accomplish- 
ments when he was young he had 
read as a boy, and to think that 
John Dillon was appealing then to 
the people of Ireland to stand firm 
with the young people, and to make up their 
minds, if there was: going to be fighting for 
any smal] nation, fighting would be done at 
home in defence of their own rights. He 
was sorry to-day that there was not the same 
unanimity among political parties as there 
was then. 

He asked what was the policy of the 
United Ireland Party, and what they pro- 
posed as an alternative to the Fianna Fail 
policy. Were they going to say that the 
country must not advance towards the 

olitical goal of a complete independent Ire- 
ad of a republic, not for twenty-six 
counties alone, but for all Ireland. Were 
they going to tell the people to turn their 
backs on that goal? 

“I do not say,” President de Valera de- 
clared, “ that the goal will be easy to reach, 
but we have already reached things that our 
forefathers thought difficult.”’ 

It was not easy to get rid of the landlords 
or of direct control from Westminster, but 
these things had been achieved. He asked if 
it was the economic policy of the new party 
to return to the ranches and bullocks, instead 
of homesteads, and giving to outside people 
money for produce that they could produce 
themselves. 


BRITISH GOLD. 

The cry of the new: party that they would 
get back the British market if they returned 
to power was a fallacy. England might 
give a quarter or half a million pounds to 
see Fianna Fail out of office, but the chances 
were that if Mr. Cosgraves party came 
back the British would squeeze them as 
before. 

“Tf you want to sell us,” he said, " you 
may be able to get a quarter of a million 
o half a millioa for us from the British, 
but if you do the British may not be satisfied, 
and will want more.”’ . 

The policy of the Fianna Fail Party was 
the policy that they had been preaching for 
fifteen years, and they were going to stick 
to it until they accomplished it. He was 
sure they would have behind them the 
sensible people, the young people who wanted 
to see their country as free and as prosperous 
aa any country in the world, the labourer 
who believed that they could get in the 
country a decent existence, and the sinall 
farmers who knew that tney were going to 
be benefited by Fianna Faul’s policy. Those 
against them were those who in the past had 
fattened on the importing of foreign goods 
or the exporting of buliocks from rich lands 
supporting nothing but a herd and a dog. 

“Is it not a shame,” the President asked. 
“that at a time when all our energies ought 
to be engaged in defending ourselves against 
unjust attacks from outside and in defending 
the right to keep our own money here, and 
trving to rebuild the nation, there are people 
within who are trying to weaken us in the 


fight.’’ 
THE OPPOSITION. 


The aim of the Opposiation, he said, was to 
break down the moral of the people, to 
weaken their resistance, and they wanted to 
organise so that they would be in a position 
to seize power by force if they got the chance. 
He appeaied to the people to support the 
Government in its policy of upholding the 
“oe pga liberties of the whole people of 
Ireland. 

Mr. Gerald Boland, T.D., Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs said that the 
Opposition should not complain because 
the Government had put into force 
an instrument which the Cosgrave Govern- 
ment introduced to use on other people. 
The Act would be used sparingly, as the Pre- 
sident had stated, but also firmly. He ridi- 
culed the suggestion that they were going to 
have a general election, and said that they 
were not going to have a general election 
every year. They had no intention of going 
to the people again until the normal term of 
the Government’s life had expired.

OBITUARY. 


LORD RANFURLY.

The Earl of Ranfurly, a former 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief of New 
Zealand, died at his London home yester- 
day, aged 77, He was taken suddenly ill 
on Saturday, and his condition steadily 
grew worse. His younger daughter, Lady 
Eileen Clarke, who had been hastily sum- 
moned, was with him when he died. Lady 
Ranfurly died in June last year. 

Lerd Ranfurly’s only son, Viscount 
Northland, was killed in action in 1915 
while serving as an officer in the 
Coldstream Guards. 

The Earldom of Ranfurly is an Irish 
peerage, but the holder sits in the House 
of Lords as Baron Ranfurly. The family 
is of Scottish origin, and takes its name 
from Ranfurly, in Renfrewshire, where, 
in the thirteenth century, a Knox, which 
is the family name, owned the land of 
Knox and Ranfurly. William Penn, the 
Quaker, who founded Pennsylvania, was 
related to the ancestors of Lord Ranfurly. 
In addition to their Scottish estates, the 
Ranfurlys owned the greater part of the 
town of Dungannon; in County Tyrone, a 
centre of the linen industry. Viscount 
Northland’s elder son, the present 
Viscount Northland, who was 20 last May, 
succeeds to the title. Lord Ranfurly suc- 
ceeded his brother in 1875. He was Lord- 
in-Waiting to Queen Victoria from 1895 to 
1897, when he took up his duties in New 
Zealand. During the war he was Director 
of the Ambulance Department of the 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem, of which 
he was a Knight of Justice. He was 
decorated for his service by the French 
Government with the Legion of Honour. 
He was also a Knight Grand Cross of the 
Order of St. Michael and St. George. 

Lord Ranfurly was a keen yachtsman, 
and it was intended that he should adopt 
the Navy as a career. An illness as a 
child, however, affected his health, and he 
went to Australia fruit-growing. 


The Bishop of Clogher, referring to the 


death of the Earl of Ranfurly, at Dun-. 


gannon Parish Church yesterday, said that 
the Earl’s generosity to the parish was un- 
bounded. To the family they transmitted 
their sympathy and prayers. 

The Dungannon Urban Council has 
forwarded a telegram of sympathy. 

The Earl took a deep interest in muni- 
cipal matters, being chairman of the 
former Dungannon Town Commissioners 
from 1882 until the formation of the Urban 
Council, He acted as chairman of that 
body until 1920. Heavy taxation com- 
pelled him a few years ago to sell the 
beautiful Dungannon Castle and estates 
and he had since resided in London. -

DR. ALEXANDER DUNCAN. 


The death of Dr. Alexander Duncan, 5 & AR 
took place on Saturday at, his residence 
Waveney road, Ballymena. 

The late Dr. Duncan received his early 
education at Magherafelt and Cookstown, and 
afterwards proceeded to Queen's University 
and finally graduated at Edinburgh. Aiter 
qualifying, he returned to his native county 
and for a time was in practice with Dr. 
Thompson. Three years later he received an 
appourtment on the medical staff of the Union 
Infirmary, Belfast, and in 1888 went to Bally- 
mena, where he started a practice of his own. 

In June, 1903, he was appointed medical 
officer. of the Glenwherry dispensary district 
in the Ballymena Union, a position he held 
until December of last year, In March 1915 
he offered himself for service with the forces, 
and was attached to the Royal Army Medical 
Corps, and, after serving for a time at the 
Curragh and the Victoria Barracks, London- 
derry, was sent to Gallipoli, where he was 
stationed until the evacuation. He subse- 
quently served in various other centres before 
being demobilised in 1918, when he resumed 
his practice in Ballymena.

HIS WEEK’S RACING FIXTURES, 
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CESAREWITCH “TRIAL.” 


From Our Travettinc CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Sunday Night. 


RE were cheers enough and thrills 
enough at Kempton Park yesterday to 
satieh anyone—cheers when His 
Majesty, who was present with the Queen, 
won the Duke of York Handicap with Lime- 
light, and thrills when Colombo only beat 
Valerius by a short head in the Imperial 
Produce Stakes. : 

Limelight won his race in very pé style, 
Childs bringing him with one of his long 
runs in the straight to get up and beat 
Shrewton, to whom he was giving 3st., and 
Celadon, by a length and a half and the 
same. There was a time when. it looked as 
if there might be a tremendous surprise; for 
the neglected bottom weight, Shrewton, a 
three-year-old by Embargo, trained by Mr. 
Ronald Farquharson, and devoid of any form 
to speak of, went away in front, still had a 
good lead at the turn, and was half-way up 
the straight before anything got to him. 

The first to close with him were Celadon 
and Montrose, the former of whom had always 
seemed to be going the best of the others. 
Then Childs made a forward move on Lime- 
light, and the four horses were racing abreast 
two furlongs from home. Limelight was 
going the stronger, and he proceeded to draw 
s ily away and win very comíortably to 
thunders of applause; for the public had 
rallied to his side and he was joint favourite 
at 4’s with Montrose. 


BEATEN OUT OF A PLACE. 

The latter weakened in the last furlong, 
and was beaten out of a place, next to him 
coming Young Native and Hot Fight, two 
horses who have been figuring in the 
Cambridgeshire wagering. Neither seemed to 
enhance his chance in the Newmarket race 
by his running here, 
‘The pace was too hot for the Cesarewitch 
candidate, Dick Turpin. There was a doubt 
whether it would be possible to train this 
colt for the long-distance race, but he was 
fairly straight in condition, although he has 
not had a race since he won the Chester Cup. 
t is likely that if he runs in the Cesarewitch 
—and I see no reason why he should not— 

| he will be ridden by Gordon Richards. . 
lt was decided some time ago to retire 
Limelight to the Sandringham Stud at the 
end of this season, and in due course he will 
succeed Friar Marcus, who is getting into 
the sere stage now. Limelight gets no 
penalty for the Cambridgeshire, but I under- 
stand that it is unlikely that he will run for 


that race, 


DASTUR’S ENGAGEMENTS. 

He might fulfil a weight-for-age engage- 
ment, like the Champion Stakes in Cesare- 
witch week, before he disappears. As 


Hyperion does not run again this vear he will 
b» missing from the Champion Stakes, but 
it, is likely that Dastur will be seen out there. 
He is also engaged in the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe in Paris next Sunday, but if his 
trainer has his way the colt will forego the 
Longchamp engagement in favour of the 
Champion Stakes. Loaningdale is the danger 
there to al! of them, but he will only run 
if the conditiens are favourable.

Anyhow Colombo comes out as 17Ib. th 
better, and, when we remember that they 
will be meeting in the classic races next year 
at evens, Lord Glanely has nothing much to 
worry about, supposing his colt makes normal 
progress in the next six months. He has 
now won his owner something like £17,000 
in stakes this year, which is a handsome 
return on the part of one who cost 510 
guineas as a yearling. It must be remem-

The French three-year-old, Vertugadin, has 
at last won Mr, Jack Clayton a race.

Jones jumped him off with a long lead in 
the Autumn Selling Plate, and, though he 
was going back to them in the last furlong, 
he won by a head and a short head from 
Auld Stock and Blighty. Basil Jarvis bought 
the winner for 270 guineas.
